■ Baby attack should have led to more serious charge 

JUDGE'S FURY 
AT 'BLUNDER'

A JUDGE has hit out at the 
prosecution system after 
"grotesque blunders" in the 
case of a man who assaulted 
a baby. 

The judge said prosecutors 
charged the 21-year-old 
babysitter too lightly, causing 
what he labelled a "manifest 
injustice". 

And he warned the same 
"robotic and mechanical" 
approach was likely to have 
been replicated in other cases. 

Visibly frustrated, Recorder 
John Hardy attacked the Crown 
Prosecution Service for charging 
Daniel Hone with actual bodily 
harm - rather than the more 
serious offence of grievous 
bodily harm. 

He has now referred the case 
to the Attorney General and 
received an apology from the 
CPS. 

Hone was drunk and had 
smoked cannabis when he 
caused 28 separate injuries, 
including bite marks, to the 19- 
month-old girl last November. 

Recorder Hardy said: "How 
anyone with an iota of 
intelligence reading that 
catalogue of injuries, which is 
indicative of a sustained and 
savage assault committed on a 
little girl aged 19 months, can 
fail to spot that it amounts to 
GBH indicates to me that 
something is very, very wrong 
with the system if it results in 
grotesque blunders such as this." 

He added: "The robotic, 
mechanical approach taken in 
this and, no doubt, many other 
cases has resulted, in my view, 
in a manifest injustice being 
perpetrated on this little girl and 
her family." 

The girl's mother discovered 


the injuries the following day 
and the child was admitted to 
hospital to have two operations 
during a three-day stay. 

Prosecutor Naomi Perry, who 
was not the charging lawyer, 
said the mother counted 28 
separate bruises and marks on 
the baby's body. 

Hone, of Dover Avenue, 
Banbury, was charged through 
CPS Direct, a system set up in 
2003 offering charging advice to 
police over the telephone. 

He said: "I'm concerned this 
case may have in part resulted 
from the policy, which has been 
dressed up with the gimmicky 
title 'Stop Delaying Justice'. It is 
inevitably going to lead to poor 
and hurried decision-making in 
cases such as these." 

Hone, who admitted the 
charge, was jailed for three 
years. 

Recorder Hardy told him: 

"For reasons, which, in my view, 
utterly defy comprehension, a 
lawyer working for CPS Direct 
advised that you be charged in 
relation to this sustained, brutal 
and vicious assault with one 
matter of ABH. 

"Because you have been 
committed for sentence to this 
court, that's all I can sentence 
you for. 

"Had you been properly 


charged in this matter, at the 
very least an extended sentence 
if not an indeterminate sentence 
for public protection would 
have been passed." 

He added: "There's an old 
legal maxim, 'Justice delayed is 
justice denied'. It has its origins 
in the Magna Carta, but just as 
justice delayed is justice denied, 
so too is justice done in a hurry 
or on the cheap." 

The CPS has written to the 
judge to explain its decisions. 


A spokesman said: "We 
accept that the decisions made 
limited the Crown Court's 
sentencing powers, and have 
apologised to the judge." 

She said Stop Delaying Justice 
was "an initiative led by the 
judiciary" and "played no role 
whatsoever in the selection of 
the charge in this case". 

Police said they would talk to 
the CPS in the near future to 
"see if any lessons can be 
learned".

First-aid for 
the family 

■ St John Ambulance is 
launching a "family" first-aid 
campaign this month. 

In a survey 63 per cent of 
people said a loved one being 
involved in an emergency 
would prompt them to learn 
first-aid. 

Ralph Brown, regional 
training manager for St John 
Ambulance, said: "Many 
people are reluctant to learn 
first-aid as they have concerns 
over having to use their skills 
on a stranger. 

"But in reality most 
accidents happen in the 
home, so we are far more 
likely to come across a 
member of our own family 
needing our help than we 
would someone we don't 
know." 

The charity is giving away 
free first aid guides, which 
can be claimed by visiting 
sja.org.uk where details of 
first- aid courses can also be 
found. 

Survey shock 
over starlings 

■ THE number of starlings 
seen in Oxfordshire gardens 
has plummeted by nearly 85 
per cent since 1979, 
according to a bird protection 
charity. 

This January, 10,187 
people across the county 
took part in the Royal 
Society for the Protection of 
Birds, RSPB, Big Garden 
Birdwatch, counting the 
number of birds of different 
species visiting their 
gardens. 

In 1979, an average of 15 
starlings would be spotted 
per garden in an hour. This 
year that number had 
dropped to just 2.2, less than 
the national average of 
slightly more than three. 
Starlings are "red-listed" as a 
high cause for concern as 
numbers drop across Europe. 


AFTER four years cycling more 
than 45,000 miles around the 
world, Matthew Blake had 
earned a pint at his local pub. 

The 25-year-old arrived at 
his local, the George & Dragon 
in Chacombe, at 5.30pm on 
Saturday after his arduous 
adventure. 

He was greeted by more 
than 100 family and friends - 
but didn't get through his front 
door until 8am on Sunday. 

The former pupil of 
Chenderit School, Middleton 
Cheney, said: "It was great to 
have so many people there. It 
was a special day. 

"It doesn't really feel like I 
have been away. Everything 
seems to be the same around 
here." 

He said he had battled 
freezing and scorching 
temperatures, wind and rain, 
but added: "Having to cope 
with being on your own for the 
whole time is the other big 
challenge." 

He worked for a year in 
order to save up £14,000 to 
leave his home in April 2008 
and set off on the journey. 

He lived on £5 a day and 
either relied on his tent - or 
strangers to accommodate him. 

He said: "A common theme 
throughout the whole trip was 
how kind everyone has been 
everywhere I went. 

"I stayed with so many 
families in almost every 


continent. It is always the 
poorest people that are the 
ones that are most willing to 
share." 

Mr Blake pedalled an average 
of 100km a day and rode 
through 61 countries - 
including Zambia, Colombia, 
Egypt, Sudan and Ecuador. 

So far he has raised more 
than £11,000 for charity SOS 


Children, which will use the 
cash to help provide a new 
home for orphaned and 
abandoned children in Zambia. 

He hopes to raise £20,000 in 
total. 

He said: "It's nice to have set 
off and done something. The 
hardest step was leaving the 
front door. 

"It's a good feeling to be able 


to look at something like that 
and say you have done it." 

Starting from his home, Mr 
Blake travelled through Europe 
and Asia to Japan, the Americas 
via Alaska and on to Africa. 

He met up with dad Bob, 58, 
in Luxembourg to cycle the 
final two-week stretch through 
Belgium and back to Banbury. 

And from Reading he was 


joined by about 30 family and 
friends. 

Mum Carol Blake, 60, said: 
"It was a brilliant day having all 
his family and friends to 
welcome him back." 

Mr Blake now says he will 
write a book and give talks 
about his trip.

A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD boy crawled 
from the wreckage of a car crash 
then watched in horror as his 
mother burned to death in front 
of him after it burst into flames, 
an inquest heard. 

Coroner Ann Bember was told of 
the moment young Jack cried out 
helplessly as his unconscious and 
badly injured mum, Claire Purves, 
was trapped in her blazing Ford 
Focus. 

It was likely Mrs Purves, of Magpie 
Road, Banbury, crashed because she 
was text messaging a friend, the 


inquest heard. Other motorists tried in 
vain to prise open the doors of her 
car. 

But they were unable to free her 
before Ian Evenden climbed into the 
back of the car in an attempt to drag 
out the 34-year-old. 

However, she was trapped by her 
legs and Mr Evenden had to abandon 
the frantic rescue mission when the 
flames overwhelmed the car. 

The inquest heard the mother-of- 
two had crashed head-on with a 
Jaguar X-Type after veering on to the 
opposite carriageway. 

She had been engaged in a text 
conversation with a friend moments 
before the crash on the B425, Welsh 
Lane, Greatworth, Northamptonshire. 


The couple in the Jaguar, Richard 
and Janet Wood, walked away 
relatively unscathed. 

Mrs Wood told the inquest in 
Northampton: "I noticed a young 
child standing on or near the verge. 
The car was burning fiercely. 

"The young boy was shouting 
words to the effect that his mother 
was still in the car." 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed that Mrs Purves sustained 
multiple injuries. 

Police Constable Gary Whaley told 
the inquest that Mrs Purves had both 
received and sent text messages in the 
minutes before the crash at 8.30pm 
on September 26, last year. 

PC Whaley said she had replied to 


two messages before receiving a third 
just seconds before the crash. 

PC Whaley said: "It is our 
assumption that Claire may well have 
been replying to that message whilst 
on the road." 

Police Constable Shay Herbinson, 
who investigated the crash, said: "She 
was distracted by events inside or 
outside of the car. We cannot 
discount it was because of the use of 
a mobile phone." 

Coroner Ms Bember, in recording a 
verdict of accidental death, said: "It 
was likely she was using her mobile 
phone but I can't categorically state 
that. What a shame if she was, 
because so many lives have been 
affected by the loss." 


Hunt for man who attacked 73-year-old dog walker 


A 73-year-old man was punched twice in the face 
while walking his dog in a vicious unprovoked 
attack in Bloxham Road, Banbury. 

The pensioner was out with his Airedale Terrier 
on Wednesday, March 14, when his dog tried to sniff 
a man walking by. 

The man hurled abuse at his victim before 


punching the 73-year-old, leaving him with a bruise 
on his forehead and a cut to his lip - which needed 
medical attention. 

The attacker was described as white, 5ft 7in tall, 
in his late 50s and of medium build. 

He was wearing scruffy brown clothes and a hat. 

PC Ruth Ivins said: "This was a nasty and 


completely unprovoked attack. The assault 
happened on a busy main road near to a secondary 
school during the rush hour so I am confident 
people must have seen something."

CHILTERN Railways has 
installed electric vehicle 
charging points at Banbury 
station.

Flytipping on 
the increase 

■ Flytippers in North 
Oxfordshire have discarded 
1,100 worn-out tyres last 
year - an increase of 400 
compared to the previous 12 
months. Cherwell District 
Council estimates the total 
clear up cost will be more 
than £3,600. The council has 
called for people to be 
vigilant, and to report any 
suspicious activity in "lonely 
spots". 

Water bonus 

■ Thames Water has put 
aside £1.98m to reward its 
three executive directors, as 
the county began an 
indefinite hosepipe ban last 
week. 

A company spokesman 
said: "The chief executive 
officer, chief financial officer 
and chief operating officer 
have been earmarked to 
receive £1.98m between 
them but most of that hasn't 
been awarded yet. It's a 
long-term incentive that they 
will receive over a number 
of years - if they meet 
certain targets that have 
been set for them and if they 
remain employed by the 
company."

iPhone? That sounds 


like it's Jon speaking

MOST people hate hearing 
the sound of their own voice. 
But for Jon Briggs - who 
hears himself on his own sat 
nav and iPhone - it's virtually 
inescapable. 

The 47-year-old from 
Oxfordshire is the voice of the 
new iPhone, as well as a string 
of sat navs and radio and TV 
shows. 

Mr Briggs is the voice of Siri - 
a voice-activated assistant on the 
new iPhone 4S that can respond 
to questions. 

He said: "I'm jolly well 
chuffed to be the voice of 
something so wonderful and 
amazing." 

But the first Mr Briggs knew 
about his role on the iPhone was 
when he heard a feature about 
the new technology on the radio. 

He said: "I was listening to the 
news and heard someone using 
the phone. I thought 1 recognise 
that voice'." 

The voice came from work he 
completed with the company 
Scansoft seven years ago. 

That company merged with 
Nuance Communications, which 
worked with Apple to develop 
the Siri technology - and the rest 
is history. 

Mr Briggs, who was also the 
voice of The Weakest Link for 13 
years, said he had "no idea" how 
his voice had been picked for 
the UK version of the phone, but 
owns one himself. 

He added: "Mind you, I don't 
always understand myself when 
talking to myself. If you see what 
I mean." 

Mr Briggs started his career on 
BBC Radio Oxford whilst still at 
school, going on to present the 
breakfast show in 1985 when he 
was just 20. 

This month he returned to the

station to present the Saturday 
morning breakfast show. 

He said: "I was hooked from 
the beginning. They were paying 
me for something I would have 
done for free. 

"Radio has changed a lot since 
I've been away though. When I 
started, it was all vinyl, but now 
it's all gone digital." 

His varied career took him 
from having his own show on 
Radio 5, to becoming the voice 
of Radio 2 promotions for 13 
years and working as an 
announcer on Channel 4. 


He is also the voice of Garmin 
satellite navigation systems, as 
well as those for Land Rover, 
Jaguar, Porsche and Audi. 

Mr Briggs said: "I've got a 
Land Rover, so I tell myself 
where to go when I drive." 

But it was as the voice of the 
iPhone that he gets the most 
street cred. 

He said: "Being Siri is a great 
currency with 13-year-olds. 

"Not so much with The 
Weakest Link , but being an 
iPhone is quite impressive when 
you're 13."

OXFORDSHIRE County 

Council leader Keith Mitchell 
has taken his last full council 
meeting. 

Mr Mitchell has led the ruling 
Conservative group for more than 
10 years, but will step down from 
the role on May 15. 

He became a county councillor 
for Bloxham in 1989 and has led his 
party from coalition with the Liberal

Reflecting on his time as leader 
last week, he said: "It is the best job 
I have ever had. I have enjoyed it 
Oxfordshire County Council leader Keith Mitchell, right, at his final full council meeting hugely. 



"I know I will miss it a great deal 
but I also know that it is time to 
move on and life always brings fresh 
opportunities. 

"I shall be a backbencher for a 
year - and a very quiet one - but I 
will busy myself in other areas. 

"I am not retiring, just changing 
my career direction." 

Labour group leader Liz 
Brighouse said: "He is going to be a 
difficult act to follow. 

"I think he has been a very good 
leader for the council and he has 
worked well with opposition parties. 

"But he has also been a contro¬ 
versial figure at times and he is one 
of those idiosyncratic people who 
people love or hate." 

The next leader of the council 
will be decided by the 52 Tory coun¬ 
cillors in a private vote understood 
to be taking place on April 26. 

So far, deputy leader David 
Robertson and Carterton councillor 
Pete Handley have announced they 
will stand.

Success on a plate 
for young patients 


IT IS not often you will hear 
children complain about having 
to eat pizza and chips every 
day. 

But it was the desire for healthier, 
more nutritious food that has led to 
a new children's menu at the Oxford 
Children's Hospital. 

Before last week, sick young 
patients receiving treatment at the 
hospital were subjected to the same 
choices of sandwiches and fast food, 
day in day out. 

Now, thanks to the Young People's 
Executive - a group of former 
patients who between them have 
spent years in the hospital's wards - 
a feast of appetising and balanced 
daily meal options are on the table. 

Heather Barlow, 15, from 
Banbury, also spent more than a 
year in hospital after being diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. 

She said: "I didn't normally eat 
the food from the ward. I'd go to the 
canteen to eat because I wanted 
Heather Barlow at the Children's Hospital, Oxford healthier options."

Fifteen-year-old Sophia 

Steinsberg, who spent nine months 
in Kamran's Ward, said: "When you 
have chemotherapy your taste buds 
completely change. For instance, I 
completely hated chocolate during 
my treatment." 

She added: "I would just pick 
things like pasta and chicken 
nuggets and chips because there 
wasn't much else on the menu that I 
wanted." 

The pair are among those who 
helped design the "cook chill" meal 
menus, with the help of private 
catering company Cari 11 ion and 
hospital dietician Anne-Marie 
Frohock. 

Young diners can now pick 14 
different menus rotated over two 
weeks and featuring courses includ¬ 
ing salmon fishcakes, shepherds' 
pie, vegetable lasagne, beef bolog- 
naise with pasta, sliced turkey and 


gravy, braised sausages with onions, 
cauliflower cheese, or tuna salad. 

The menus also cater for vegetar¬ 
ians and those following a halal 
diet, where options include chicken 
dhansak and jeera sabzi curry. 

On the side, youngsters can pick 
from creamed potatoes, roast pota¬ 
toes, jacket wedges and other veg¬ 
etables. Then there are puddings 
including fruit, chocolate chip muf¬ 
fin loafs, mousses, or cheese and 
biscuits. 

Angela Houlston, matron of the 
children's hospital, said staff had 
been trying for a long time to 
improve the menu. 

She said: "People criticised the 
old menu because it was too much 
like junk food. The children were 
saying we're in here every day and 
all we seem to have is chips. 

"We have a real dilemma trying 
to get children to eat when they're 
ill. 

"To get better, children need to 
eat properly."

FOUR friends will be 
dodging ships, strong 
currents and choppy waters 
in a bid to paddle across the 
English Channel in a kayak - 
to raise cash for the soldiers' 
charity Help For Heroes.

Y ou have to give writer- 

director Drew Goddard full 
marks for effort. With tongue 
wedged firmly in cheek, he 
lampoons hoary cliches and 
attempts to reinvigorate the horror 
genre with this slick tale of college 
kids in peril that is three parts 
bonkers to one part twisted genius. 

Not since poor Drew Barrymore 
answered a crank call in Scream 
has a film exploited stereotypes 
with such lip-smacking glee, and 
subverted our expectations at every 
blood-spattered turn. 

Joss Whedon, creator of the 
Buffy The Vampire Slayer television 
series, co-wrote the script and his 
droll humour percolates 
throughout, inviting us to become 
whooping, cheering voyeurs as 
characters meet a grisly demise. 

For the opening five minutes, 
making sense of the madness in 
Goddard and Whedon's hare¬ 
brained method takes up most of 
our attention, which is no bad 
thing given how thinly characters 
are sketched. 

Plot twists are the key selling 
point of The Cabin In The Woods 
and the big reveal in the closing 
minutes is a humdinger, including 


a cameo from a big name 
Hollywood star, who clearly 
relishes their five minutes in the 
spotlight. 

Yet for all of its audacity and 
deliciously off-kilter humour, the 
various elements don't gel 
seamlessly and once the writers' 
grand plan is laid out before us, we 
feel slightly underwhelmed.

ONE of the biggest deals in motor¬ 
ing in 2012 has just arrived and it is 
wrapped in a remarkably compact 
package. 

Volkswagen's new city car the up! 
might be one of the smallest four¬ 
seater cars on the road, but it is a 
real car, with a surprising amount of 
space inside. 

There is genuinely impressive 
room for four adults, and the boot, is 
very deep, with a removable split- 
level floor, which will store a serious 
amount of shopping. 

The Up - I can't be doing with 
that exclamation mark - is VW's first 
real attack on the sub-Polo sized city 
car market. There have been the Fox 
and Lupo in the past, but neither 
had that feeling of robust solidity 
you associate with Volkswagen. The 
Up does. 

The thing that VW is most keen to 
stress is that this is an all-new car 
from the ground up, designed for 
Europe and not built down to a 
price. Built in Slovakia, VW sees it as 
a rival to the Toyota Aygo, Citroen 
Cl, Peugeot 107, Fiat 500 and Ford 
Ka. In space alone, the Up is in a dif¬ 
ferent class. This sector of the car 
market already accounts for about 
one in 10 cars sold in the UK - a fig¬ 
ure which is set to rise. 

Even the two three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre petrol engines are new. I tried 


three models from the Up range 
back-to-back earlier this month 
starting with the entry-level £7,995 
Take Up. 

From the front it looks great and 
from the back, the large black glass 
tailgate works best with black or 
white paint. Inside, the cabin is 
solid, rattle-free and unfussy. 
Steering is height adjustable, win¬ 
dows have manual winders and 
door mirrors are manually operated. 

On the move the Up feels like a 
slimmed-down Polo, with sturdy 
build quality, decently weighted 
steering and a remarkably quiet ride 
for such a small car. 

On faster roads, the 60 horsepow¬ 
er, 60mpg version's five-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox needs working hard for 
rapid acceleration, which in turn 
hits fuel economy. The 75 horse¬ 
power version packs more punch. 

Safety features are very impres¬ 
sive, with everything from traction

Motorists claim they cannot afford repairs 


MOTORISTS are delaying essential 
maintenance and driving illegal 
cars because they can't afford 
the repairs, according to a 
survey. 

About a quarter (23 per cent) of 
motorists admit their cars have 
a defect which renders them 
illegal and 14 per cent say their 
vehicle is in urgent need of 
repair, the poll by Britannia 
Rescue showed. 

The most common defect 

uncovered in the survey is bald 
tyres, but other common 
problems include faulty brakes, 
broken windscreen wipers, 
broken or missing wing mirrors 


and defective brake lights. 

Also, 18 per cent of motorists have 
driven a car without a valid 
MoT certificate. 

Two-thirds of these MoT offenders 
said they did so unknowingly, 
because they had forgotten to 
check the renewal date on the 
certificate, but a third said they 
were aware at the time and 
carried on driving the car 
anyway. 

As many as 21 per cent of drivers 
did not realise they were 
breaking the law by driving a 
vehicle that had a defective 
brake light and 19 per cent 
were unaware that it was an 


offence to drive with faulty 
brakes. 

Also, 15 per cent believed it was 
not illegal to drive a car that 
has bald tyres. 

On average, drivers delayed fixing 
these common faults for more 
than four months, with 13 per 
cent of motorists taking six 
months. 

The reason for the delay was 

primarily down to cost, with 40 
per cent of drivers saying it was 
just too expensive to repair 
their car and 24 per cent not 
seeing the repairs as urgent, 
saying that their car still "gets 
from A to B".
